ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

The  Cirencester  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  is  used 
by  the  combined  districts,  and  during  the  year  18 
cases  were  treated  there  from  the  district. 

This  includes  13  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  and  5  of 
Diptheria. 

Naturally  the  cost  has  gone  up  very  much  from 
1938,  when  only  5  patients  were  admitted  out  of  7 
notified. 

The  annual  cost  worked  out  at  £297  5s.  0d., 
compared  with  just  less  than  £70  in  1938. 

The  question  of  fresh  hospital  arrangements  has 
been  postponed  until  after  the  war,  although  the 
present  accommodation  is  somewhat  short  at  times.

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CHILD  WELFARE. 

Four  centres  are  in  a  flourishing  state,  those  in 
Barrington  and  Bibury  meeting  once  a  month  ; 
whereas  one  in  Northleach,  and  one  in  East  Leach 
meet  fortnightly. 

These  are  carried  on  by  voluntary  effort  and  are 
under  the  advice  of  the  county  officials. 

Most  of  the  births  that  occur  are  attended  by  Dis¬ 
trict  Nurses,  who  also  visit  tuberculous  patients,  and 
keep  the  heads  of  the  school  children  in  a  decent 
state. 

The  Notification  of  Births  Act  is  now  adminis¬ 
tered  by  the  County  Health  Department,  and  infants 
are  home  visited  by  the  District  Nurses  at  fairly  fre¬ 
quent  intervals. 

GENERAL  EIOSPITAL. 

There  is  no  General  Hospital  in  the  area,  but 
there  is  a  County  T.B.  clinic  at  the  Cheltenham  Gen¬ 
eral  Hospital  each  Wednesday  afternoon  at  2  p.m. 

Tuberculosis  cases  can  also  be  examined  by  ar- 
rangment  at  the  Northleach  clinic,  which  is  also  used 
for  medical  and  dental  treatment  of  school  children. 

An  orthopaedic  clinic  is  held  by  the  County  on 
alternate  Wednesdays,  at  10.30  a.m.,  and  a  Venereal 
Disease  centre  at  the  Cheltenham  Hospital,  and  at 
Oxford  Infirmary  on  two  days  a  week. 

There  is  also  an  Infirmary  at  the  Northleach 
Public  Assistance  Institution. 

BACTERIAL  AND  ANALYTICAL  WORK. 

Bacterial  examinations  for  the  diagnosis  of  infec¬ 
tious  diseases  are  carried  out  by  the  two  county 
officials,  and  water  analysis  by  the  County  Analyst. 
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A  new  emergency  laboratory  was  started  by  tbe 
Ministry  of  Health  near  Gloucester,  and  was  found 
very  useful  in  these  districts,  but  owing  to  lack  of 
work,  it  has  been  moved  on  to  South  MYles. 

AMBULANCES. 

For  Infectious  Disease  cases  there  is  a  motor  am¬ 
bulance  at  the  Cirencester  Hospital,  but  none  in  this 
district.  A  St.  John’s  Ambulance  can  be  hired  from 
outside  the  area  for  non-infectious  patients. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  STAFF. 

The  staff  is  similar  to  last  year,  but  owing  to  the 
lamented  death  of  Dr.  Adams,  a  war  locum  is  now  in 
charge  of  the  situation. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

During  the  year,  as  arranged  with  the  County 
Council,  25  samples  of  water  were  taken  and  sent  to 
the  County  Analyst.  Of  this  total  8  were  good,  7 
fair,  and  10  not  up  to  standard. 

One  new  well  at  Eastington  had  a  good  sample, 
and  a  well  from  Eastleach,  not  good. 

Four  samples  were  taken  at  Chedworth,  2  good, 
and  2  fair.  Two  from  wells  and  two  from  springs. 

Good  samples  were  taken  from  Withington  and 
Sevenhampton.  Four  from  Sherborn,  one  good, 
two  fair  and  one  bad.  The  bad  well  was  closed. 
Nine  samples  were  taken  in  Southrop,  all  from  wells. 
No  samples  were  returned  as  good,  2  being  fair  and 
7  not  satisfactory. 

A  new  public  supply  was  under  consideration, 
when  the  war  stopped  it.  In  Northleach,  4  samples 
were  taken ;  3  good  ones  from  the  town  well,  and 
1  fair  one  from  a  new  public  well,  which  was  how¬ 
ever  followed  by  a  good  sample. 
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The  Council  are  now  arranging  for  raising  the 
new  supply  50  feet,  and  are  faced  with  a  cost  of 
£1200. 

A  new  water  supply  has  been  installed  at  Ando- 
versford  by  a  private  company,  from  a  fresh  source. 
It  is  a  plentiful  and  wholesome  supply  apparently. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

No  change  has  taken  place  in  the  drainage  of  the 
area.  There  is  no  sewerage  system  in  the  district’ 
but  houses  are  in  places  joined  up  to  road  drains, 
and  thus  become  practically,  sewers. 

Large  houses  are  drained  either  to  cesspools,  or 
have  septic  tank  treatment  previous  to  land  treat¬ 
ment.  In  new  buildings,  septic  tank  systems  are 
installed. 


CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

Privy  vaults  are  still  the  rule  in  cottage  property, 
but  many  are  being  abolished,  and  pail  closets  pro¬ 
vided.  Both  systems  are  difficult  to  deal  with,  unless 
the  Council  arranges  for  their  emptying  and  deposi¬ 
tion. 


RIVER  POLLUTION. 

The  contamination  of  the  streams  in  the  area  is 
carefully  watched,  and  no  complaints  have  been 
received  from  the  Thames  Conservancy,  of  river 
pollution. 


REFUSE  REMOVAL. 

Domestic  refuse  is  now  removed  at  regular  in¬ 
tervals  in  8  parishes,  whereas  10  years  ago  this  was 
only  done  in  regard  to  two  parishes.  Refuse  dumps 
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are  placed  in  old  quarries,  far  removed  from  popula¬ 
tion.  The  chief  objections  to  dumps  are  that  rats 
and  other  vermin  are  as  a  rule  in  attendance  at  them. 

The  question  of  the  collection  of  waste  paper  is 
now  being  dealt  with  in  a  number  of  parishes. 

The  question  of  a  general  collection  of  refuse, 
and  the  provision  of  a  new  dump  in  Northleach  has 
not  yet  been  finally  dealt  with. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

The  11  bakehouses  were  kept  in  good  order,  and 
no  complaints  were  received  in  regard  to  them.  A- 
bout  half  of  them  have  mechanical  power  for  mixing 
the  dough.  This  a  great  step  in  the  cleanliness  cam¬ 
paign.  Another  would  be  the  wrapping  up  of  loaves 
on  delivery. 

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

There  are  now  106  registered  milk  producers  on 
the  register,  6  new  names  being  received  during  the 
year,  one  from  T.T.  milk  and  one  accredited.  There 
are  now  130  accredited  farms. 

Milk  is  now  produced  much  more  hygienically 
than  a  few  years  ago. 

There  were  203  inspections  made  of  the  dairies 
and  farms. 


GENERAL. 

The  total  complaints  of  nuisances  received  were 
26,  or  9  less  than  in  1938.  All  these  were  brought 
before  the  Council,  and  were  abated  after  notices 
had  been  served. 

Only  two  statutory  notices  were  necessary,  and 
no  legal  proceedings  were  taken. 
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SCHOOLS. 

No  change  has  taken  place  in  the  17  elementary 
schools  in  the  area.  Most  of  the  playgrounds  are 
still  very  rough,  and  account  for  many  minor  skin 
injuries  due  to  falls. 


HOUSING  (Rural  Workers)  ACT. 

A  grant  was  made  in  regard  to  4  houses  under 
this  Act.  Various  others  would  have  been  done  ex¬ 
cept  for  the  war.  One  application  was  made  under 
the  financial  clauses,  and  approved  by  the  Ministry. 
This  was  for  two  houses,  and  the  Grant  was  £10  a 
year  for  40  years. 

BUILDING  BYELAWS. 

There  were  59  plans  submitted  for  approval, 
these  include  4  detached  houses,  12  semi-detached, 
6  garages,  and  17  miscellaneous  structures.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  26  premises  had  either  new  drainage,  or  the  old 
was  brought  up  to  date. 

These  plans  were  approved  under  the  new  Build¬ 
ing  Byelaws,  which  were  adopted  during  the  year. 

TOWN  PLANNING  ACT,  1932. 

Under  this  Act,  all  new  buildings  are  subject  to 
town  planning  by  the  County  Committee,  and  48 
certificates  were  issued  in  regard  to  these  plans,  4 
being  refused,  and  3  given  temporary  certificates. 

SHOPS  ACT. 

No  action  was  found  necessary  under  this  Act, 
except  that  one  privy  was  abolished,  and  a  flush 
closet  erected  in  its  place. 
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CAMPING  SITES. 

No  application  were  •  received  for  licences  for 
sites,  and  none  were  granted.  There  are  no  sites  in 
use  in  the  area. 


SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

There  are  one  or  two  private  baths  in  the  area, 
and  one  country  club  has  a  swimming  pool,  which  is 
fed  by  springs.  The  water  is  heated  in  this  pool.

In  spite  of  the  unsettled  state  of  the  country  dur¬ 
ing  the  latter  third  of  the  year,  there  were  altogether 
31  new  houses  built,  compared  with  16  in  1938. 

Only  9  were  built  by  private  enterprise,  but  22 
council  houses  were  erected  in  3  parishes.  North- 
leach  10,  Bibury  4,  and  Andoversford  8  houses. 

It  was  arranged  to  provide  houses  in  Withington, 
but  this  had  to  be  postponed  owing  to  the  war. 

The  rents  charged  for  these  latter  houses  are  4/- 
for  agricultural  workers,  inclusive,  and  6/-  with  rates 
for  other  people.

There  v/ere  inspected  56  houses  under  the  various 
housing  and  kindred  Acts,  whilst  in  1938  the  inspec- 
tions  were  82.

HOUSING  ACT,  1936.  PART  IV. 

At  the  year  end  there  were  only  20  houses  over¬ 
crowded,  with  104  inhabitants.  In  1938  there  were 
38  houses  overcrowded,  accounting  for  232  persons. 

The  crowded  houses  this  year  averaged  5  per¬ 
sons  per  house,  whereas  in  1938  the  number  was  6. 
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BUG  ERADICATION 

No  need  has  been  found  this  year,  to  spray 
houses  or  furniture  with  Zaldecide,  although  a  num¬ 
ber  of  overcrowded  people  have  probably  gone  into 
new  Council  houses.

Butchers  and  Food  Shops  are  inspected  at  inter¬ 
vals,  but  since  September,  all  animals  for  food  have 
been  killed  at  the  abattoir  at  Cheltenham. 

During  the  first  8  months  or  so  of  1939,  there 
were  inspected  108  animals  intended  for  food,  this 
number  including  19  cattle,  7  calves,  55  sheep  and 
27  pigs. 

This  number  compares  with  96  in  1938. 
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Three  lamb  carcases  only  were  seized  and  con- 
demned  as  unfit  for  human  food,  this  being  5%  of 
the  total  number  of  lambs  slaughtered. 

No  case  of  any  form  of  Tuberculosis  was  found, 
even  in  the  bodies  of  the  pigs.  Modern  pigs  are 
much  less  prone  to  this  disease  nowadays,  as  they 
are  kept  in  the  open  air. 

FOOD  POISONING. 

Three  members  of  a  family,  the  parents  and  a 
girl,  were  reported  with  food  poisoning,  at  Shipton 
Oliffe. 

This  was  no  doubt  due  to  the  consumption  of 
tinned  salmon,  as  symptoms  came  on  very  rapidly 
afterwards.  The  empty  tin  was  sent  to  the  County 
Bacteriologist,  but  nothing  incriminating  was  dis- 
covered.  A  visit  was  made  to  the  shop,  and  the 
wholesale  agent  was  interviewed  on  the  matter,  with 
negative  results.

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There  were  reported  70  cases  in  all,  including  4 
cases  of  Tuberculosis. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  an  order  was  sent 
out  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  making  all  cases  of 
Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  to  be  compulsorily 
notifiable  by  medical  practitioners,  but  this  does  not 
apply  to  parents  and  guardians. 

Scarlet  Fever  was  more  prevalent  than  in  1938, 
there  being  21  cases  reported  altogether,  compared 
with  6.  Six  cases  occured  in  one  cottage,  and  2  in 
another,  there  being  11  in  all,  in  Andoversford 
parish.  Twice  as  many  girls  failed  with  the  disease, 
as  boys. 

Five  cases  of  Diphtheria  cropped  up,  including 
3  in  a  family,  from  Ched worth  parish,  infected  from 
a  neighbouring  town,  where  a  small  boy  had  spent 
his  holidays. 

Nine  cases  of  Pneumonia  were  reported,  com¬ 
pared  with  7  in  1938. 

There  were  3  cases  of  Erysipelas. 

Whooping  Cough  was  epidemic  in  East  Leach, 
with  12  cases,  and  9  in  Coin  St.  Aldwyn.  Nearly 
all  from  the  infant  school. 

Measles  made  its  appearance,  but  only  3  cases 
were  reported  in  the  year. 

In  regard  to  the  last  two  diseases,  a  number  of 
leaflets  were  given  out  at  the  schools,  for  the  guidance 
of  parents  and  guardians. 

Four  cases  of  Tubercle  were  notified,  3  lung 
cases  and  one  glandular  infection.  The  latter  case 
came  from  the  same  family  as  one  of  the  lung  cases. 

Two  patients  were  treated  at  the  County  Sam 
atorium,  and  one  left  the  district.

BIRTHS. 

Births  registered  in  the  district  were  102,  and  of 
these  51  were  males  and  51  females. 

The  quarterly  births  were  greater  in  the  first 
and  the  fourth  quarters.  Five  illegitimate  births  were 
recorded,  there  being  six  in  1938.  The  annual  birth 
rate  was  14-0  per  1,000,  a  good  deal  more  than  the 
rate  in  1938,  which  was  11.5.  There  were  4  still 
births  recorded,  a  rate  of  0.55  per  1,000,  as  to  0.59 
in  England  and  Wales. 


DEATHS. 

The  deaths  certified  in  the  area  were  105,  of 
which  54  were  males  and  51  females.  This  shews  a 
gain  of  females  over  males  on  the  year.  The  death 
rate  was  14.0  per  1,000;  a  rather  high  rate,  usually 
connected  with  an  oldish  population.  The  death 
rate  last  year  was  11.7,  and  in  England  and  Wales 
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this  rate  was  12.1  per  1,000.  In  order  to  arrive  at 
the  standard  rate,  the  rate  of  14.0  is  multiplied  by 
0.81,  this  allowing  for  an  older  population  than  the 
average  of  the  country,  and  this  gives  a  standard 
death  rate  of  11.3  per  1,000,  to  be  compared  with 
12.1  in  England  and  Wales. 

There  were  11  deaths  of  residents  who  died  out- 
side  the  district,  and  there  were  2  deaths  from  road 
injuries,  one  of  whom  was  a  non-resident. 

The  two  first  quarters  had  the  most  deaths,  the 
number  going  down  to  less  than  20  in  the  fourth 
quarter. 

At  ages  0 — 1  year  there  were  6  deaths,  at  1 — 5 
years  one  death  (from  diphtheria),  5 — 15  years  no 
death,  15 — 45  years  8  deaths,  45 — 65  years  31  deaths, 
and  over  65  years  — 65  deaths. 

No-one  died  at  school  age,  and  there  was  only 
one  death  due  to  zymotic  disease,  namely,  diphtheria. 
Only  10  deaths  from  cancer  occurred,  compared 
with  15  in  1938,  and  17  in  1937.  No  deaths  were 
put  down  to  any  form  of  Tuberculosis.  Cerebral 
haemorrhage  was  the  cause  of  8  deaths,  2  less  than 
in  1938.  Diseases  of  the  heart  carried  off  36  persons, 
nearly  all  oldish  people.  In  addition,  15  deaths  were 
put  down  to  circulatory  diseases.  Bronchitis  was 
certified  6  times,  and  pneumonia  thrice  only.  Four 
deaths  were  due  to  nephritis,  and  two  only  to  old 
age.  Three  deaths  were  due  to  violence,  but  there 
were  no  suicides.  Of  the  5  infant  deaths,  one  was 
due  to  congenital  defects,  and  3  to  premature  birth. 
There  were  3  males  and  2  female  infant  deaths.  The 
infantile  death  rate  was  49  per  1,000  live  births,  but 
in  1938  there  were  only  22  infant  deaths  per  1,000 
births,  this  bringing  the  average  infant  death  rate 
down  to  only  35  for  the  2  years.  The  infant  death 
rate  in  England  and  Wales  was  50. 
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
